Lika ar j. ay other of the “new” pro­ 
fession;. dentistry is a very old one. 
It is known that 4*«) years before the 
beginning of the Christian era Egyp­ 
tian dentists lilied teeth with gold, but 
no trace of th lr methods of doing their 
work has ever been found. 
Aescula­ 
pius, the patron of physicians, was tho 
first famous dentist In Roman history, 
and tin* old Romans used a toothpick 
very much like tin* little wooden one 
that is ma le t slay. 
The Arabians 
ages ag** produced a dentifrice, but It 
soon seemed to be very generally used. 
The story of dentistry is told in the 
Instruments It lins employed. 
As they 
are known today they had their be­ 
ginning in die sixteenth century, but 
their evolution has been slow. 
Iii tho 
Harvard Dental school hi Baston there 
Is a collection of in 'triiuients used by 
dentists in the first half of the last cen­ 
tury. 
One of the fern liable tools it 
Includes is what was willed a key, 
doubtless 
from 
its 
peculiar 
shape, 
which was used for extracting teeth, 
the process being to slowly and pain­ 
fully twist and pry the offending molar 
out of its place. 
In order that no mis­ 
take should be made the dentist began 
operations by hammering nnd prod­ 
ding one tooth after another with a 
sort of bludgeon until he had satisfied 
himself not to mention the tortured 
patient that In* had found the most 
lens! ti vc one and therefore the most 
likely candidate for extraction. 
The grandfathers of the delicate stool 
tools that Pe in rows on the modern 
dentist’s table were small In number, 
but larg** In awfulness. 
There are in 
the Harvard collection chisels and m al­ 
lets. rude forceps for removing the 
teeth, miniature crowbars used to re­ 
pair cavities for filling, files for sharp­ 
ening th * cutting and grinding sur­ 
faces of teeth and one particularly 
horrid Instrument, known as the pel­ 
ican, with which teeth were “lifted.” 
How rapidly and recently dentistry 
bas become one of tin* 
Important 
sciences appears In tile fact that In 
the middle of the last century black­ 
smiths were doing their best- 
>r worst 
—to relieve the victims of tin* tooth­ 
ache. while today institutions like the 
Harvard Dental school attract stu­ 
dents from all over the world. 
Re­ 
sides. while it was sure torture to go 
to the dentist iii the so called “goo,I 
old days.” such a visit now is com­ 
paratively comfortable, so far lias tho 
profession gone iii the direction of per­ 
forming its operations without caus­ 
ing pain. _

Operators in Montana Forced to Strike 
by Miners. 
Butte, 
Mont., Aug. 4.—Ralph 
E. 
Spurrier, a telegrapher and formerly 
a member of the mill 
and smelter- 
m en’s union of Butte, refused to join 
the striking operators of the Northern 
Pacific road and Thursday night sev­ 
eral hundred smeltermen held a meet­ 
ing and marched in a body to the de­ 
pot, 
surrounded the structure 
and 
compelled Spurrier to quit work under 
pain of being “escorted from town,” 
an expression significant in Butte cir­ 
cus. 
other operators were looked for, 
but none was found. 
A dispatch from Clancy, a division 
point 
on the Groat Northern

fifty miles north of Butte, says that 
the miners 
there fired the 
operator 
from the only 
boardinghouse in the 
town because he refused to stay with 
his comrades on strike.
